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REMARKS 


Entry of this Amendment is proper under 37 C.F.R. §1.116 because the 
Amendment places the application in condition for allowance for the reasons 
discussed herein; and does not raise any new issues requiring further search and/or 
consideration.

This supplemental amendment cancels non-elected claims 11 and 20 without 
prejudice or disclaimer thereto.

7, 9, 10, 12-16, 18 and 19 would be allowable if the non-elected claims are canceled.
